The: ration for a dairy cow should be 
palatable, mildly laxative, sufficiently bulky, 
easily digestible, and correctly balanced in 
chemical composition for the needs of the 
individual cow; also it should not have any 
bad effects, either immediate or cumulative, 
on the animal or on the produce, and should 
be as cheap as is consistent with adequate 
quality and quantity. 

This was the statement made by Mr. James 
Mackintosh, N.D.A., N.D.D., in the course 
of an address to the Farmers’ Club in Lon- 
den on Monday last. Having: dealt with the 
points mentioned in, some detail, he pointed 
out the importance of clean water for drink- 
ing purposes, expressing a preference for a 
supply that was laid on in the cowshed. A 
cow in full milk requires approximately á 
gallons of water for each gallon of milk she 
produces. Foods known to taint milk; he 
said, should never be given in large quanti 
ties, and when used at all should be given 
just after milking. 


Cost of Ration. 


In estimating ‘the cost of a ration he 


realised the difficulty of getting at the cost 
of producing home-grown toods: It was, how- 
ever, swffficient for ordinary purposes to place 
a reasonable price. per ton on hay, roots, 
grain, and other home-grown produce, and 
on this basis, with the purchase price plus de- 
livery charges of bought ‘foods, to work out 
the cost of the maintenance and the produc- 
tion parts of the ration. Thus a main- 
tenance ration of 18lb. hay at 70s. per ton 
will cost about 7d., and one of 14lb. hay and 
S0Ib. roots at 15s. will cost 74d. ° On farms a 
suitable maintenance ration should be obtain-

able at 8d. to 9d. per cow dailv. A pro- 
duction ration of áilb. mixed concentrates 
at £10 15s. per ton will cost 4d., at £12 per 
ton 43d., for each gallon of milk, and with 
such figures it is easy to work out the cost 
of food for each cow daily and the cost of 
food per gallon of milk. Such calculations 
will emphasise the greater economy as a 
milk producer of the heavy milking cow if the 
rationing is carried out in relation to the 
milk yield. The results, of course, show only 
the» approximate cost of food per gallon of 
milk, and by no means represent or indicate 
the total cost of milk production. 

The cost of ration is largely influenced by 
the cost of growing farm foods and by the 
prices paid for purchased foods. Economical 
rationing, Peet sea requires judgment and 
skill on the farm and a knowledge of the 
nutritive value of foods in relation to their 
cost. It may he that on some farms 
primarily devoted to milk production a re- 
arrangement of the cropping would result in 

cheaper supply of more suitable foods. On 
such farms the cropping should be adjusted 
to the needs of the herd, whereas on others 
the farmer and his cows must make the best 
use they can of such foods as the system of 
larming provides, 


Maintenance Ration, 


For maintenance where hav 
a daily allowance during winter of 17 to 
201b, will be adequate for the average 
dairy Shorthorn, or, say, 1 truss to three cows 
daily. Where hay and roots are both 
available, suitable quantities are 14lb.. hav 
apd 26-30ib. roots. Silage can be used to 
réflace part of the hay and part of the 
roots, and a suitable ration with silage Is 
71. hay, 25lb, Silage, and 20lb. 
Numetious other suitable combinations of the 
above foods can be arranged, and the only 
general rules which might be laid down are 
that the allowafice of hav should be con- 
trolled and should not exceed 201b. in the 
ease of cows in full milk receiving ho other 
fodder, and that the allowance of roots 
should not exceed 60-70lb., and may well be 
kept between 25 and 40Ib. | 

Where roots and straw are available in 
abundance and hay is very limited, it is a 
much more difficult matter to prepare a good 
maintenance ration, and the addition of 
some concentrate is essential to provide a 
sufficiency of digestible protein. A ration 
under such conditions might be 50-56lh.

Gtoup IT. consists of foods moderately rich 
in protein, such as coconut cake, palm kernel 
cake and meal, bean meal, pea meal, maize 
gluten feed, dried distillers’ and brewers’ 
grains, malt culms, and many “ dairy ”’ 
cakes and meals. Many of these foods have 
about the starch equivalent and protein con- 
tent required in a production ration, and can, 
therefore, be used alone or added in any 
proportion to a mixture already correctly 
balanced. The undecorticated cotton ‘cakes 
also fall into this group, but they are much 
more suitable for summer than for winter 
use, 

Group IIT. consists of.focis poor.in pro- 
tein and rich in carbohydrates, and includes 
wheat and wheat offals, barley, oats, maize, 
maize germ meal, rice meal, molasses, and 
most of the specially prepared molasses 
foods. ‘The above require to be mixed with 
foods in Group I. or I]. to make a balanced 
ration for milk production. Many of them 
are essentially starchy foods and add to the 
fattening tendencies of a ration. 

From the above-mentigefed foods a very

Control and Method of Feeding. 


When the maintenance and production 
rations have been decided, it is then neces- 
sarv to consider how the feeding can be con- 
trolled and varied according to the milk yield 
and needs of the cow. The maintenance part 
of the ration is given/in approximately the 
same quantity to al cows, large and small 
cows receiving agfore or Jess. and the total 
bulk should also be controlled in the case of 
cows in full milk, so that they have plenty 
of time to make the best use of their con- 
centrates, 

The production mixture should he made up 
in the correct proportions at frequent initer- 
vals, and the simplest method of controlling 
each cow's allowance is to use a scoop or 
measure which holds 3 to 4lb. of the’ mix- 
ture (the allowance for 1 gallon), and to chalk 
or write above each cow’s trouch the num- | 
her of scoopfuls or measures she is to re-i | 
ceive each day.

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STREET ACCIDENTS 
IN DUBLIN. 


POLJCE APPEAL TO THE 


CITIZENS. 
ST sere 

The police. authorities in the Dublin 
Metropolitan area haye issued an appeal 
to all users of the thoroughfares to assist 
them in their efforts to reduce the number 
of traffic accidents in the city. 

Large ‘posters have been printed and 
important owners 2f 
street vehicles, to be displayed in garages 
and other places where they can be seen 
and studied by the drivers. The posters 
set out in simple language what is to be 
done to avoid accidents, and those in 
charge of vehicles are asked to co-operate 


29 DEATHS LAST YEAR. 

It is pointed out that the street accident 
rate in Dublin has doubled in two years, 
In 1925 there were 1,163. traffic accidents, 
through which 29 persons were killed, 88 
seriously injured, and 595 received minor 
injuries. . | 

The appeal to pedestrians and cyclists takes 
a novel shape. It is in the form of a small 
handbill, which is distributed to people in 
the streets by members of what is called the 
‘‘ safety squad ”' of the Guards. The Guards, 
at the same time, ask those to whom they 
hand the bills to study their contents. The 
advice given is as follows: — 

PEDESTRIANS. 

Gross streets only at crossings or corners 
of the block. Cross with the traffic. 

Do not cross in the mildle of the block. 

Go straight across, not diagonally. 

Look both ways. 

Do not walk in the roadway if a footpath 
is available. 

Do not step from behind trams without 
looking for on-coming traffic.

e motion was made on behalf of Sir 
Edward Stracey, Sir Edward Mackay Edgar, 
J. W. Strange, E. W. A. Sperling, Edward 
P. Andreae, Northumberland Shipbuilding 
Company, and Robert E. Workman, on the 
grounds that the action was not one to which 
applied orders specifying cases in which ser- 
viee out. of the jurisdiction might be allowed ; 
that the action was not one in which leave 
to serve the writ should, in all circumstances 
of the case, be granted; that the action 
would be more properly and conveniently 
brought im England; that the plaintiff's 
affidavit upon which the order was made was 
incomplete and misleading in its statement 
of the facts of the case, and that the Court 
had not before it the particulars necessary 
for enabling it to exercise a due discretion 
as to whether leave to issue and serve a 
writ should be granted. . 

THE AFFIDAVITS. 

Mr. J. A. Pringle, K.C., opened on the 
affidavit made by the plaintiff, and on which 
the order was obtained. In it the plaintiff 
stated that the representations in the pros- 
pectus, in the reliance upon which -he paid 
£190 for Debenture stock, were false, and 
were made by the defendants in each of them 
fraudulently, either knowing the same to he 
false, or recklessly and not caring whether 
the statements were true or false. 

Replying affidavits were read suggesting 
that it would be more convenient to ‘the 
defendants to have the case tried 'n England, 
and that the plaintiff had not adequate means 
to recoup them for costs in the event of the 
action going against him. 

The next affidavit to which counsel re- 
ferred was one by the plaintiff, in which he 
oe out that it was untrue to state that 

e was a nominal! plaintiff, or that he was 
a nominee of a body known as the “ Work- 
man, Clark Advisory Committee,” or that 
the committee were financing those proceed- 
ings. It was true that his action was being 
oe) by him as a test action, and that 
e represented a body of 340 Debenture 
holders resident in Northern Ireland and the 
Free State. Those Debenture holders had 
either subscribed or guaranteed to subscribe 
sufficient funds to enable him to prosecute 
his action to a conclusion. 
ADVISORY COMMITTEES. 

He was aware that there was an advisory 
committee. of English Debenture holders, and 
there was also an ‘Irish advisory committee, 
which represeyted the Irish Debenture 
holders. The firm of Messrs. Carter and 
Bell were solicitors to the English committee, 
and the solicitors to the Irish 
were Messrs. John L. Scallan and Co., Dub- 
lin, and Mr. T. Erskine Alexander, Belfast. 

One of the misrepresentations contained in 
the prospectus was, he said, a statement to 
the ‘effect that the physical assets of the 
defendant company were value for £2,538,000 
on the 19th January, 1921. It would be 
necessary to call a number of local witnesses, 
and he was advised that it might be desir- 
able to have the jury to view the works and 
yards of the company. 

Without calling on counsel for the plain- 
tiff, their Lordships refused the motion, with 
costs. 


FIRE EXTINGUISHING 
DEMONSTRATION. 

THE “ SUPER-FOAM ”’ 

APPLIANCE IN ACTION. 


A cheap and efficient method of extinguish- 
ing fires was .demonstrated before a large 
number of business men -and others at the 


Dublin headquarters of the Irish Fire 
Appliances Company, 64 South William 
street, yesterday. Every one of the half- 


dozen severe tests which were applied to show

MEDICAL INSPECTOR’S. 
REPORT. 


Dr. R. P. McDonnell, Medical Inspector of 
the Lecal Government Board, in a report 
which was read at the last meeting of the 
Monaghan Urban Council on the of the 
| town, says:—The sanitary condition of the 
‘town is very unsatisfactory; wretched hovels, 
inhabited by human beings, without light, 
without space, and without the ordinary con- 
veniences of a dwelling-house, go to make up 
the lanes and side streets of the town, In 
the interests of public health and Ea 
decency, these dens should be a and 
houses fit’ for Christians to live in should be 


i . 


be built. 'The byres where the milk consumed 
in the town is produced are on a par with 
the slum houses—dark, damp a dirty. 


Healthy, clean milk conld not be produced in 
some of the cowsheds visited by me. 

He calls attention to the fact t houses 
condemned as unfit for human habitation are 
still occupied, and the sanitary authority is 
unable to provide suitable houses; as there is 
not a proper sewerage bystem. ' 

Dealing with the dairies in the town, he 
said that the condition of some of the byres 
was deplorable. He visited three dairy yards. 
in two of which the production of clean milk 
would be impossible. One was particularly 
bad, the byre being dark, unventilated and 
filthy. “T cannot understand,’ he observed, 
“any sanitary authority allowing milk to be 
produced amid such surroundings. |) have 
never seen milk produced under such filthy 
conditions as those I inspected at Monaghan.” 
_ Proceeding, he said there was no inspec- 
tion of the meat and milk supplies carried 
out in the district. The surroundings of the 
slaughter-houses in the town were decidedly 
insanitary. He recommended a muanicipal 
Slaughterhouse, with a charge for its use, and 
arrangements for disposal of the blood and 
offal to some fertilising manufacturing com- 
pany, instead of allowing it to run into the 
fewers. i 

The sewerage arrangeménts were very bad— 
only old stone drains} many streets had no 
sewers. The town might be said to be with- 
out any provision for the disposal of domestic 
sewage. The old sewers were worse than 
useless and constituted a grave menace to the 
public health of the town by reason of their 
madequacy to deal with the volume of sewage 
requiring removal and the dangers. and gross 
pollution caused by their discharge into an 
Open river which runs close to the town 
About 100 yards of one of the main streets of 
the town was without any sewerage, severai 
other streets being unprovided for in this 
respect. | 

Approximately 200 dwellinghouses were 
without sanitary conveniences of any kind. 
He described the lanes and alleys as in an 
appalling condition. He visited one of tha 
common lodging houses; it was without any 
Sanitary convenience, the rooms were unclean 
and untidy, the beds unmade, the windows 
shut, and the ordinary sleeping room con- 
veniences filthy the extreme. This house 
should not be registered until proper sanitary 
accommodation is provided and until proper 
arrangements were made for the separation >f 
the sexes. 


THE TEACHING OF IRISH. 


TECHNICAL INSTRUCTION 
STARVED. 


‘echnical instruction was being starved be- 
cause they were spending their time trying 
to teach Irish. Technical instruction had been 
carried on under a. different system in Scot- 
land, and they were getting ten times the 
result. If the ratepayers were compelled to 
\pay for the teaching of Irish, he did not see 
‘Nhe difference between that and compulsion. 

hose were the views expressed by Colonel 
Poer O'Shea at a meeung of Kilkenny 
County Council, when the question of the 
teaching of Irish in the county under the 
technical system was considered. 

Compulsion in this country, he said, was 
not going to succeed one \ ay or another. Wis 
the Technical Committee, ic a:”ed, go-ng to 


spend all its time on the question of Irish? 

Mr. Seán Gibbons said that there was no 
compulsion applied at all in any shape or form 
on the question of Irish. They were appeal- 
ing to the patriotism of the people te respond 
voluntarily, and they were doing it splendidly. 
Irish had not been responsible Ter the falling- 
off in the technical classes. 

The Council resolved that in future the 
amount of rates levied and the a:mount re- 
ceived by the Technical Committee be devoted 
solely to the Irish language instruction. 

Major J. E. Loftus gave notice of 
motion to be considered at next meeting of 
the Council, “that the time had come to 
transfer the whole control of the language 
classes now being carried out by the Technical 
Instruction Committee for the City and 
County Kilkenny to the Ministry for Educa- 
tion or a special local committee created by 
the Minister.”’

THE NEW COINS. 


STEPS TO AVOID UGLY 
DESIGNS. 

On the motion for the second regding of 
the Coinage Bill, Mr. W. B. Yeats said that 
he toak that opportunity of thanking the 
Minister for his promise that he would secure 
the advice of competent experts as to the 
designs to be placed on the new coins. The 
designs on the Free State postage stamps 
had been described by a friend of his as the 
humblest and ugliest in the world, and he 
hoped the designs on the new coinage would 
not deserve that description. (Hear, hear.) 

The Right Hon. Andrew Jameson said that 
he thought the citizens of the Free State 


ought to be proud of having a coinage of their, 


own. There was not a word to be said 
against it; but there was a matter of im- 
portance with regard to the existing token 
coinage. When the new coins were in cir- 
culation people would have. somehow or an- 
other, to get rid of the British coins. and 
they ought to have reasonable time to do so. 
Naturally, those who held the existing tokens 
would try to put them into the banks—about 
& million and a half of money. 

He thought that the bill ought to contain 
some assurance that nobody in the Free State 
would be at a loss by the issue of the Order, 
contained in Clause 6 of the bill, terminating 
the legal tender of British silver or bronze 
coins. Arrangements should be made by 
which those who held the ordinary currency 
could get rid of it at its face value: 

UNWANTED THREEPENNY PIECE. 

Mr. J. T. O'Farrell said that he wished to 
know why the Minister considered it neces- 
sary to produce a nickel coin in the place of 
the present sixpenny piece. He thought that 
the proposed sixpenny piece would be un- 
bi because there would he little differ- 
ence in size between it and the present 
shilling ; and the thrée pence in nickel would 
be nearly as large as the sixpence. In his 
opinion, the threepenny coin was unnecessary. 
Small farmers did not like it. He hoped that 
some attempt would be made to make the 
coins artistic, and that they would not be 
compared in ugliness to the postage stamps. 

Mr. H. 8. Guinness suggested that, for the 
purpose of making a profit on the new coin- 
age—say £800,000 or £900,000—a large pro- 
portion oí silver. should not be used. 

Mr. Blythe, Minister for Finance, said that 
he appreciated the importance of Mr. Yeats s 
suggestion. They would have coins that 
would be creditable to the country. He would 
get the best advice that he possibly could 
as to the designs, and he hoped to have a 
coinage that no one could cavil. at. 

NOBODY WILL. SUFFER. — 

Mr. Jameson seemed to be half afraid that 
the banks might be left to ** hold the baby,” 
as the saying was, That would be entirely 
unfair. It would be, and should be, the obliga- 
tion of the Government to see that tne 
existing coins were disposed of, and that the 
citizens of the Free State were not at a loss. 
What further provisions should be made in 
the Bill was a matter that he would examine. 

In the first place, there would. be negotia- 
tions with the British Treasury. He did not 
see how the British Treasury, at this point, 
could refuse to take back the British coms at 
their face value. Even if they were met with 
any such difficulty, there would be an alterna- 
tive, or alternatives, to which he would not 
refer now. With regard to the Order referred 
to by Mr. Jameson, he would consider 
whether or not it might be laid on the Table 
of both Houses. 

With regard to the threepenny piece, it. was 
thought that objections to it would be met 
by making it and the sixpence somewhat 
larger in nickel. 

SILVER MAY DISAPPEAR. 

Replying to Mr. Guinness, the Minister 
said that there was no reason why they shoula 
not extend the nickel coinage—except feeling 
in the country. A certain number of people 
was always to be found to object to any 
change, and at present the Government did 
not want to go as far as abolishing the silver 
HE altogether. It would always be 
possible, at, some later date, to replace the 
silver coinage with nickel; and the matter 
could wait, till the people were used to a Free 
State coinage. 

Talk of a reciprocal arrangement was pre- 
mature. It would he very difficult to get 
Free State coins into circulation unless they 
had power to declare the British coins not 
legal tender... There was too much token coin 
in the country at presefit: the banks were 
holding coin of which they would be glad to 
get rid. 

The second reading of the bill was agreed to, 

LAND BILL PASSED. 

The Street Tfading Bill was received .on 
report, and was passed through report «fter 
the House had agreed with a few Govern- 
ment amendments of a drafting nature.

SECRECY OF BANK ACCOUNTS. 

On the fifth stage of the Statistics Bill, the 
Right Hon. Andrew Jameson called attention 
to Clause 20, which had been inserted in com- 
mittee. It was the clause offered by. Presi- 
dent Cosgrave after his attention was called 
to the alarm caused by fear that the bill, as 
drafted, would oblige banks to disclose par- 
ticulars of depositors’ and customers’ accounts. 

Mr. Jameson said that some of the members 
who had a very considerable knowledge of 
the people who put money into the banks 
knew that, whether reasonably or not, those 
people had heen frightened by the original 
text of the bill; and they had represented to 
the President that some clause maintaining 
the relations that always had existed between 
depositors and bankers should be inserted. 
He wished now to say that, in their opinion, 
the clause in question met the case abso- 
Jutel;, and there was no vestige of doubt 
that it made secrecy with regard to bank 
accounts as safe as ever it had been. He 
could assure the public of the Free. State 
that when the bill was passed everything in 
that respect would remain as’ it had been in 
the past. 

Sir Thomas Esmonde stated his opinion to 
the samé effect. 

Mr. J. T. O'Farrell said that considering 
the President had threatened resignation at 
one sitting of the Select Committee, and 
brought the clause forward at the next sit- 
ting, he was not surprised that the members 
of the Committee drew attention to their 
achievement. They had done good work as 
representatives of their particular interests. 
He wished that certain other interests were 
able to use the same persuasion and bring 
the President as effectively to a spirit of 
sweet reasonableness. The incident was on] 
another illustration of the fact that, althoug 
théy might count heads at elections, it was 
those who held the money who controlled the 
fortunes. of the day.

The news-from Paris that the Riff 
tribes have opened a new offensive in the 
neighbourhood of Taunat reminds the 
world that a war still is being waged in 
Morocco. The winter months seem to 
have given ‘Abdel Krim an opportunity of. 
reconsolidating his forces, which were 
shaken badly by the French and Spanish 
successes. The French have’ succéeded in 
weaning several important tribes from 
their allegiance to Abdel Krim, and 
the territory. behind their front has been 
almost completely ‘‘ pacified.’’ Of course, 
Moorish allegiance is notoriously. fickle, 
and the French -commander-in-chief pro- 
bably has no iljusions in regard .to the 
trust that he place in the “ friendly ’’ 
tribes. Abdel Krim’s present offensive, 
doubtless, is designed to counteract the 
influence of those French agents who have 
been weakening the Riffian power; and 
for the next few weeks, at any rate, the 
campaign is not likely to exceed the 
stature of a manceuvre for political posi- 
tion. The offensive began last’ Satur- 
day, when Abdel Krim sent two forces 
of about twelve hundred men si as the 
French native troops north of Taunat. 
The attack was unexpected, with the 
result that the French Jine was driven 
back. The Rifís fought with fury, giving 
no quarter, burning houses, and, it is 
alleged, outraging and mutilating women 
French . reinforcements 
were hurried up from Fez and Taunat.

rapid recovery has brought the dog popula- 
‘tioh “almost, if not quite, backs to its old 
strength. Licempe figures, he says, show 
that there were hot fewer than 3,000,000 
dogs in these islands last year—averaging 
one dog to every three households. The 
»Kennel Club records show about 50,000 
new fegistrations,in a single year of 
| pedigree dogs. The last two years have 
brought “a very striking increase in the 
ranks of dog enthusiasts, of homes which 
include at least one dog, of individuals 
who have taken to dog-keeping, and, 
too, to dog-fancying.’’ Pure-bred British 
dogs are being exported to every corner of 
the earth. Major Dawson. recommends 
greater care in the selection of breeds, and 
varieties. Great popularity means a ready 
market for puppies, but it also means sharp 
competition. Interest and profit attach to 
the development of less prominent breeds. 
Among the most fashionable varieties 
to-day are Alsatians, “Labradors, Cockers, 
Pekingese, Chows and Aberdeens. Fashions, 
however, even in dogs, change rapidly, 
and Major Dawson commends for attention 
the less widely-known varieties, such as 
Dandie Dinmonts, Basset Hounds, Irish 
Wolf-hounds and Airedales.

RARE STAMP FOUND IN DUBLIN. 

A collector writes :—It will probably in- 
terest readers who are philatelists to learn 
that an uncatalogued Victorian error of 
watermark has been found in Dublin. It is 
the Victoria 1860-63 1d. Green on paper 
watermarked TWOPENCE. This is, per- 
haps, the only known copy of this stamp in 
existence ; but+it must not be forgotten that 
many of the big Australian collections con- 
tain errors of watermark in the Victorian 
stamps which are unknown to English cata- 
lcgues. The ld. Green is known with the 
error of watermark THREEPENCE.

IRELAND. 


LORD. OXFORD'S RECOLLEC- 
TIONS. 

Lord Oxford and Asquith presided last 
night at a lecture delivered by Mr. Ramsay 
Muir at King's College, London, on '' Glad- 
stone.”’ 

_ “LT have the privilege—I suppose I must call 
it the melancholy privilege—of being now the 
one man left in active political life in this 
country who sat in the same Cabinet as Mr. 
Gladstone,”’ said Lord Oxford. “ That was in 
the closing years of his life, when not only 
his mind, but his energies and enthusiam, 
were concentrated in, if not absorbed by, one 
— aim—the emancipation of Ireland. 

He did not live to see the achievement. even 
in a fuller measure than he himself contem- 
plated or imagined, the achievement of that 
great pene 

Lord Oxford and Asquith said that if he 
were asked what was Gladstone’s great 
dominating service to the public life of his 
country and his time, he would say, in the 
first place, it was a service, the importance 
of which, particularly in these days. it was 
impossible to exaggerate, that he was the 
most faithful, the most efficient steward of 
our national resources who had ever presided 
over the Exchequer of this country. His 
financial administration of the resources of 
this country remains to this moment without 
parallel. 

The next thing that history: would always 
remember Mr. Gladstone for was that he was 
a strenuous supporter of equality as between 
the great and the small nations of the world. 
As a supplement to that, he was the first to 
lay down, with the authority of a great 
British statesman, the principle upon which 
the League of Nations and the hopes and 
ideals which the League of Nations carried 
with it really rested.

At its weekly meeting to-day the Cabinet 
gave consideration to the line that British 
policy shall take at the meeting next 
Monday of the League of Nations Council 
at Geneva, and it was understood in the 
Lobby later in the day that, while Sir 
Austen Chamberlain will have great dis-, 
cretionary powers, he will accept the 
guidance of the Government in his policy, 
Word had gone round that a statement

would be made in the House of Commons — 


this afternoon, and, consequently, thera 
was a crowded Chamber curing the .qués- 
tion hour. Mr. Ramsay Macdonald and 
Mr. Lloyd — made an early appear- 
ance in their.places. The little gallery 
reserved for the Dominions was occupied 
by representatives of the Commissioners, 
and the only place lacking people was the 
Public Gallery. 
All this preparation, however, had little 
result. The question hour over, Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald rose and asked the 
Prim: Minister whether he could make a 
statement regarding the Council of the 
League of Nations. The Prime Minister 
acceded to his uest by saying that he 
would move the ‘siiicemmens of the House 
after questions to-morrow afternoon, in: 
o.der that the Foreign Secretary might 
make a statement on this matter, when a 
discussion might follow. The moving of 
the adjournment will permit a full debate’ 
on the question, and it was expected in 
the Lobby this afternoon that the Opposi- 
tion will take advantage of the opportunity 
afforded it, unless Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain’s statement meets with its approval. 


The Foreign Secretary's Views. 


I rather gathered to-day that Sir Austen 
Chamberlain, in his speech to-morrow, 1s 
not expected to tell the House of Commons 
exactly what he intends to say and do at 
Geneva. In the circumstances it is Im-. 
possible to state precisely what may be 
thought at the Foreign Office, particularly 
as speech of a definite character might 
undo much of the good work already 
accomplished. The desire is that Germany 
shall enter the Council of the League of 
Nations, and until that step has been 
;shieved full discussion on the -laims of 
other nations anxious » be admitted to 
the charmed circle must be delayed. Sir 
Austen will try to make the position per- 
fectly clear, and it is almost certain that 
he will have the sympathy of the House of 
Commons in his efforts. 


A Possible Compromise. 


Nothing was obtainable in well-informed 
ouarters this afternoon confirmatory of the 
reports that promises have been made 
either to Germany or to any other country 
as to the procedure at Geneva. It, is 


pointed out that nobody is in a position , 


.o make such promises. The question of 
the general lines of policy is a matter for 
discussion by the Cabinets of the various 
countries interested, but decisions must 
necessarily remain with the League itself. 
There is a growing opinion, however, that 
most of the differences existing may be 
largely, if not completely, removed as a 
result of private conversations that will 
take place next Monday at Geneva between 
the chiefs of the various delegations. There 
is nothing more ¢e¢finite than a mere sug- 
gestion of a possible appointment: of a 
commission to study the question of future 
additions to the League. 


An Irish Opinion. 


Talking to a distinguished Irishman in 
the House of Lords this afternoon, I asked 
his opinion regarding the Geneva situation. 
His point of view was extremely interest- 
ing. He held that it would be no com- 
pliment to the nations forming the Couneil 
if representatives attended with instruc- 
tions of a cast-iron character, merely 
stating that they had been sent’ there to 
express certain views and ideas. There 
must be some discretion left to the repre- 
sentative, or nothing would be: accom- 
plished. since every nation would be com- 
pelled to take wp a similar attitude. 


The Lords’ Debate. 


The House of Lords this afternoon was 
the scene of one of those little pageants 
that occasionally relieve the quietude .of 
the Peers’ official existence. Viscount 
Dunedin was introduced, being the centre 
of a group of Peers in their scarlet robes, 
led by Garter King-at-Arms. The usual 
perambulations—bowing, hat-raising and 
seatings—were performed, Lord Haldane 
giving the new Viscount valuable assist- 
ance as his sponsor. Then the pageant 
passed away by one of the doors at the 
side of the Throne, and the Lord: Chan- 
cellor called upon Lord Danesfort to move 
his motion calling attention to the Irish 
Land Bill, 1926. There was a very small 
House to listen to Lord Danefort's remarks 
on what he termed a matter of grave con- 
stitutional importance; but near him sat 
the Marquis of Lansdowne, Lord Carson 
and about a score of Conservative Peers. 
The Archbishop of Canterbury came in 
during the speech, and gave the remainder 
of it earnest attention. On the Opposition 
bench Lord Haldane was supported by 
Lord Parmoor and Jord Arnold, while 
some four or five Peers occupied the 
Liberal benches. 


The French Debt. 


M. Doumer, the French Finance Minister, 
is expected to come to London next Monday, 
if he is able to get his Finance Bill safely 
through the Chamber. He is to be accom- 
ponies by experts from the | French 

reasury, and “is to be met by Mr. 
Churchill and British financial expe:ts. 
It is understood that the intimation 
conveys no definite indication as to the 
which M. Doumer intends to ake. 
but it will be recalled that Mr. Churchill! 
stated only last week that the British 
Government considered the Caillaur- 
Churchill ayreement of last summer As 
binding. This was to the effect that France 
should pay Great Britain an annnity of 
twelve and a half millions. 


Badget Prospects. 


The optimistic view taken by Mr 
Churchill that he will have a surmlus of 
a million pounds at the end of the financial 
year was much discussed in the Lobby this 
afternoon, and, though a number of 
members are not quite so hopeful as the 
Chancellor himself, there are those who 
agree that the prospect is not altogether 
black. March is a month when the feventte 
comes in by leaps and: bounds, and, with 
favourable circumstances, Mr. Churchill 
certainly should obtain the amouns for 
which he estimated. A great deal depends 
upon the expenditure, as far as the million 
surplus is concerned. If that can be kept 
down for the next four weeks, the outlook 
1s quite good.

effective, and he says that, so far as concerns 
all the really pornographic stuff, the Home 
Office. carries On an unobtrusive, but very 
active and successful, campaign for its sup- 
pression. When, however, they come to con- 
sider works which do not belong to the cate- 
‘gory of gross and obvious obscenities, many 
proviems arise—among others, the question 
whether the book is a-classic or a real literary 
production, illustrative of the times wit 
which it deals. 

Another difficulty is that the standard of 
jedgment in these matters varies. Different 
people hold, quite honestly, widely different 
views as regards certain types of books, and 
it is, generally gr om. 5 undesirable to at- 
tempt to enforce by legal proceedings a 
higher standard than the general body of 
public opinion observes, 

The Home Secretary quotes Milton's classic 
dissertation on the control of books :—‘‘ Im- 
unity ana remissness, for certain, are the 
bane of the cofmmonwealth, but-here the great 
art lies to discern in what the law is to hid 
restraint and punishment, and in what things 
persuasion only is to work.” 

After expressing the views set out above, 
the Home Setretary says that while he will 
not be remiss in invoking the law in ap- 
propriate cases, he cannot help cane that 
legal action will not, in itself, provide the 
remedy, unless more is done by right-think- 
ing people to mobilise public opinion in a 
general attempt to raise the standard of 
taste and judgment. . : 

REPLY TO BISHOP OF LONDON. 

The Home Secretary develops his views In 
another long letter to the we of London, 
President of the London Public Morality 
Council, in reply to a memorial from that 
body on the subject of objectionable stage 
plays and literary publications. As to the 
former, Sir W. Joynson-Hicks is not in 

favour of the Council’s suggestion, that the 
licensing of theatres should be transferred to 
the local authority. To constitute the local 
authority a sort of court of appeal from the 
censorship authority would, he i create 
an intolerable position, and would not, he 
believes, have any effect in raising the 
standard of the entertainment. The Lord 
Chamberlain, the Home Secretary adds, 1s 
doing. all that he can to exclude from stage 
plays matter to which exception can be rea- 
sonably taken in the public interest. and 
more active steps are being taken to deal 
with cases in which improper matter or 
business is introdueed into a play after it 
has been licensed. a 

Regarding the question of publication, the 
‘Home Secretary says that he has considered 
the Council's interesting suggestion that the 
Home Office should call a conference of pub- 
lishers, with a view to their setting up them- 
selves a censorship authority, to which ail 
books should be submitted before publication, 
but he does not feel that the circumstances 
would justify him in making such a proposal. 

In conclusion, he suggests that the Council 
can do far more by judicions propaganda than 
by the suggestions referred to. Experience 

“has shown that police action and censorship 
can only deal with “the more gross offences 
against public taste. Plays and hooks 


which contain no indecencies in the narrow » 


legal sense may nevertheless be unhealthy and 
demoralising. It is a matter of common 
knowledge»that plays and books of this kind 
are being produced. The cure is a stronger 
public opinion.

Mr. Serjeant Sullivan, K.C,, who appeared 
for Mrs. Howe, continuing his arguments on 
the conclusion of the evidence, said that this 
was purely an Irish case, governed by Irish 
law, thick should’ have been tried before an 
Irish tribunal. 

Mr. Gover, K.C., replying for the plaintiff, 
dealt with the question whether or not there 
was a binding, enforceable contract with both 
Mrs. Howe and Mrs. Lloyd Davies to assign 
to the plaintiff a one-third share of their 
brother's estate. He submitted that the 
evidence showed such a contract. 

As to the deed of gift by Mrs. Howe, 
counsel contended that she executed it be-

He would be slow to attribute 
to the Government of the Free State such 
an intention. ~ 
RIGHT OF APPEAL. Ré 

The right of appeal was secured to ‘citizens 
of the Free State by that clause in the agree- 
ment for the Treaty, which put the Free 
State in the same position as the Dominion 
of Canada. The right was confirmed, if it 
needed confirmation, by express terms in the 
Irish Free State Constitution. The terms of 
the Treaty had been faithfully adhered to 
by this country, except that, at the pe rian 
of the Free State, its terms had been modified 
for the benefit of that State. He shguld con- 
tinue to believe, until he had some bettes 
evidence to the contrary than a few hasty 
speeches, that the Free State also would 
adhere to those terms, so far as they affected 
that State. 

lí, indeed, this process was repeated so 
as to show an intention, by a succession of 
statutes to destroy the existing right of 
appeal to.the Privy Council, a different con- 
dition of affairs would arise; but as things 
stood. to-day he declined to believe that it 
was the intention of the Free State so to de- 
part from its obligations. 

REPLY TO MR. O'HIGGINS. 

Before he left the matter he would refer to 
the observations of the Free State Minister for 
Justice that the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council was obsolete ‘or obsolescent, 
The Minister had been misled or had been 
reading some ill-informed text-writer. The 
Judicial’ Committee was never more fully 
occupiedghan it was at the present time. sit 
sat day after day, not in one division, but in 
two. It heard appeals from Canada, A ustralia, 
New Zealand and Newfoundland; from India, 
from South Africa—he had sat that day, and 
would sit to-morrow, hearing an appeal from 
that Dominion—as well as from all the 
Colonies and Dominions of the Crown over- 
seas. It included the most experienced 
jurists from England, from Scotland, and 
ban Ireland, as well as: men who had a life- 
long knowledge of the diverse systems of law 
which obtained in India. 

“The Court was constantly assisted by 
eminent members of the Supreme Court of 
Canada. Only last year it had the assistance 
of the Chief Justice of Australia, For him- 
self, he should not feel that the Court was 
complete unless it included some _ jurist 
who was acquainted with the administration 
of law in the South of Ireland. The jurisdic- 
tion of the Privy Council—which, in the 
extent and variety of its jurisdiction, was, he 
believed, unexampled in the history of the 
world—was readily accepted by such great 
Courts as the Supreme Court of Canada and 
the High Court of Australia. He did not 
think that it could be held to derogate in 
the least degree from the position and 
authority of the Supreme Court of the Irish 
‘ree State—it would rather be an assistance 
to that Court-if its decisions on important 
issues should, from time to time, undergo 
the same ordeal. He trusted that he had 
given an answer to the noble lord who had 
raised. the question. At all events, he had 
explained: the position. taken up by His 
Majesty's Government. 


LORD HALDANP’S. VIEW. 
NO RIGHT OF APPEAL. 


Viscount Haldane said that .it was the 
inberent right of the Dail to legislate for 
peace, order and good: government in Ireland, 
s laws with regard to-thé:Jand, and 
to alter existing conditions jn Ireland. This 
country had conceded Ireland ‘the pewer—the 
same as it had given to other Dominions. 
There was no right, howeveg’of appeal to 
the Privy Council. All. that cold. be done 
was to ask the Judicia)* Committ®e for leave 
to appeal, and the committee decided whether 
they should have the right, Sometimes acute 
questions . arose, and’ thén leave was given, 
but it was not always given when it concerned 
a question of a domestic nature. 

He thought that this. was rather an im- 
portant discussion. It. was an extremely 
difficult question. It was suggested that the 
Privy Council had the right to review a deci 
sion on a subject in Ireland which was a 
domestic matter., lt was perfectly true that 
there was a clause in “the Irish Constitution 
which preserved the prerogative of the Privy 
Council authority. The position was very 
delicate and difficult, and was a matter of 
diplomacy just as much as of abstract law. 

He was sorry that Lord Danesfort had 
enforced the subject without first-hand know- 
ledge of the way which was adopted in deal 
ing with it. What was wanted was to avoid 
‘friction. Unfortunately, this matter had been 
raised, and he now hoped it would be allowed 
to pass. He could not help thinking that 't 
would raise the question throughout the 
Empire, as well as in Ireland, as to whether 
the Dominions should have the right of decid- 
ing matters in their own courts. 


LORD CARSON’S 
ATTITUDE. 


REFUSES TO BE DEBARRED 
FROM DISCUSSION. 

Lord Carson said he entirely refused to be 
debarred from discussing this motion by the 
homily they had heard from Viscount Haldane. 
This: question could not be whittled away 
by the special pleading of the noble 
Viscount.- He had. given a lecture as to 
what the right of appeal was in the Privy 
Council, and the past judgments he ha 
given in many cases, as to the grounds 
on which leave to appeal was granted or 
refused. He (Lord Carson) had heard Lord 
Haldane say the same: things hundreds of 
tames. It was no use giving lectures on 
what the Privy Council did, because what 
they were dealing with was a dase in which 
the Privy Council gave leave to appeal. Why 
all this talking round the question’ He was 
thinking about the poor man in Ireland who 
was concerned in this appeal. It was only 
three or four years ago, when the Treaty 
was being made, that he heard much about 
the great. protection which would be afforded 
by appeal to the Privy. Couneil: 

Had the noble lords forgotten that? But, 
now that a question had arisen dealing with 
that protection, the noble Viscount talked 
about the disservice they were doing to the 
Empire and the Irish people. Was not wliat 
was now urged by Viscount Haldane turning 
the procedure of an Act of Parliament into 
a sham, when we heard. arguments of that 
kind ? 

The hoble Viscount said that it was only a 
domestic matter. That. no doubt, was a 
great gratification to the man whose pro- 
bas was to be taken away by retrospective 
egislation, and who was fo be deprived of 
that protection which every British subject 
of the Empire had a right to. Was there 
ever a more helpless or degraded position than 
that of a British Government which found 
itself in this hopeless condition? “We always 
knew, - he continued, ‘‘ that it would be hope- 
“less and helpless.’’ 


THEN AND NOW. 


the reply was, “it would 
pport of the Empire behind 
it.” I can hear the noble Viscount, at that 
time, saying, ‘‘ You would be in the same 
osition as every other Dominion.’’ | We 
now now that it is the Irish Free State, 
and, supposing the appellant succeeded, the 
Irish Free State would snap their fingers, and 
say, ‘‘ We do not care a pin about your judg- 
ment.’ And what are you going to do then? 
What a farce. what a frand on the 
British public this Treaty was! What a 
erp it has brought your friends in Tre 
and into! Yet. here you stand unabashed at 
the hollowness of the arguments used. 
Is it not a lamentable position of in 
efficiency for the Government of this co: "tv 
The Lord Chancellor gid thost it would he 


unwiee to interfere. Not only would it be 
unwise, but it. would Le impossible, What 


a similar bill could be passed to-morrow, and 


it be in: , a treaty is not 
worth the coat of the paper unless, behind 
it you have a desire, on the part of those who 
signed it, to carry it out, and unless you have 
the goodwill to carry it-out, The Lord Chan- 
cellor says that this.is.a-matter of which we 
should not make too.much. Let. us tell. the 
truth to the e of Ireland. 
MR. O’HIGGINS’S POSITION. 

Hear what Mr. O'Higgins says :—~‘‘ While 
we are introducing this 
particular case, we want it to be quite clear 
that our entire feeling is against the Continued 
exercise of the prerogative.”” . What is the 
use of talking about particular cases, or 
domestic cases,“in a matter of that kind? 
“ur entire feeling,” said Mr. O'Higgins, 
“is that it should. be allowed to-go the roa 
of the veto, and become obsolete through 
non-use. '' | 

We are under no delusion now. This 
country, so far as the Treaty is concerned, 
has no more power to interfere in Ireland 
than any other country. It has confessed 
its absolute helplessness and_. powerlessness. 
It stands before the nations of the world as 
having made a Treaty with part of its own 
Dominions, and as having made hypocritical 
pretences to its own friends, and it comes, in 
three or four years, and says, “We are help- 
Jess,' and all we can do is to pronounce 
benedictions on the Privy Council.” 

BUSINESS ASPECT. 


Finally, I want to deal with this matter’ 


on plain common-sense grounds. If there is 
one thing more than anothér that Southern 
Ireland wants, it is credit. No country can 
have credit unless there is confidence in the 
administration óf the law, and, I ask, could 
there be any worse example of the methods 
of the administration. of the law than to 
find that the moment.a decision is given legis- 
lation should be prepared to take away. from 
the subject the benefit of that decision? That 
is making your Judiciary the handmaiden of 
the Executive, and nothing is more contrary 
to liberty and justice, 

I would ask the Free State to consider 
what will contractors and business men, and 
those who want to-enter into any business 
relations with Southern Ireland, say when 
they have to consider the making of con- 
tracts? They will say: “Will my contract 
be carried out?” and they will refer to this 
ex post facto legislation. You are depriving 
the people of Ireland of the Privy Council, 
and interfering with the finest court of law 
in the world. (Cheers.) 

Lord Morris said that there was no right 

of appeal given to the Privy Council in the 
Treaty of the Irish Free State. There never 
was a right of appeal, and Viscount Haldane 
was quite right in his contention. on that 
oInt. 
The: Earl of Mayo said that it had been 
taken for granted that the bill, in its present 
form, would be passed by both Houses in 
Ireland. As a matter of fact, very pro- 
minent members. of the Senate took strong 
exception to. the bill, and amendments were 
being sent to the Dail, which would protect 
the subjects of the Free State and give them 
the rights they had always had of petition- 
ing the King. He believed that it would be 
found in thé end that the Treaty would be 
carried out. by the Free State, just as the 
Government of this country was carrying it 
out. 

The matter then dropped. 


ECHO OF ARMS TRIAL. 


MURDERED BELFAST MAN: 
£6,000 COMPENSATION CLAIM. 

The trial of John F. J. Walsh (convicted 
and sentenced to eighteen months’ imprison- 
ment) in‘ the Belfast Recorder’s Court on the 
7th September, 1925, for having under his 
control twenty-four rifles, .a ompson 
machine gun, eight Mills bombs, etc., íor 
an unlawful object, was recalled at the samo 
court yesterday, when Bridget Woods, of 27 
Beechfeld street, Belfast, claimed £6,000 com- 
pensation for the murder of her husband by 
a number of men in Seaforde street in 
November last. 

It was stated for the applicant that Patrick 
Woods, her husband, had given evidence as 
a Crown. witness in the case against Walsh, 
whom he identified’ as the man: who employed 
him to take the firearms and explosives to 
Currie street in his taxi-cab. After the trial 
Mrs. Grace Devlin, another important Crown 
witness, was informed that & or Woods 
would be put to death befo\e Christmas. 
When alone for the first time after the threat 
Woods was ambushed and shot in Seaforde 
street, which had been a “‘storm-centre’”’ *n 
the troubled times. 

District-Inspector Spears gave evidence, 
saying that it was his opinion that Woods was 
executed by the I.R.A. 

The Recorder reserved judgment.

DUBLIN CIRCUIT COURT 
MOTOR 'BUS IN COLLISION. 


A CYCLIST’S ACTION, 
{BEFORE JUDGE PIQOT.) 

Joseph Patrick Billings (24), engineer, Bay- 
view avenue, North Strand, sued Mrs. Kath- 
leen Gilbert, 11 Aungier street, proprietor of 
a Killester passenger “bus, for personal in: 
juries and damages to-his bicycle, caused, as 
alleged, through the negligence of defendant's 
motor driver. 

Mr. Conor, Maguire (instructed by Mr. 
Joseph Dixon) appeared for the plaintiff, And 
Mr. Hector Hughes (instructed hy Messrs, 
O'Neill and Collins) for the defendant, 

The plaintiff's case was that when he was 
cycling back to work at about 1.50 o'clock 
on the 29th August, 1924, and was passing 
the junction of Amiens and Sheriff streets, 
a horse-drawn cart on his right was struck 
by the motor ‘bus, which was attempting to 
pass the cart. The witness was thrown off 
his bicycle, and in falling he grabbed portion 
of the harness and was dragged some yards 
round the corner into Sheriff street. The 
wheel of the cart rolled over and smashed 
his bicycle. He sustained an abrasion, a 
crushed ankle and shock. He was under 
medical treatment for eight weeks, and was 
out of work all that time. 

Mrs. Nicholson, a passenger in ‘the ‘bus, 
said that the driver was trying to cut 
through a ‘‘tight’’ place and struck the 
Cart. 

The defencee was a denial that there was 
any collision at all. The driver of the 
‘bus said that he pulled up on account of 
people shouting, and was surprised to hear 
that a man had been knocked down. He 
neither saw nor felt any impact, 

Judge Pigot said that he believed Mrs. 
Nicholson’s evidence absolutely, and was 
satisfied that there was a collision, whether 
slight‘or heavy. Altogether, he would award 
£35 damages. 


LARCENY OF A PURSE, 
(BEFORE JUDGE DROMGOOLE,) 

Mary West, a young woman, was found 
guilty of the larceny of a purse containing 
£3 17s., two rings, a pendant and chain, 
from Mary J. Power, Barlowe terrace, off 
South Circular road, on the 22nd August last, 
and was put back for sentence. 

From the evidence it appeared that, while 
Mrs. Power was preparing to . pay the 
accused for some firewood in the hall; a knock 
came to the door, which she went” lo open. 
The accused, saying that she would eall 
again for payment, went away, and soon 
afterwards the purse from which Mrs, Power 
Was going to pay the accused, was missed. 
The accused never returned.

CONVICTION QUASHED IN 


NORTHERN HIGH COURT. 

In the High Court, Belfast, yesterday, the 
case of the King v. Louis J. Kremer, a/ius 
Jack, came up for argument before the 
Lord Chief Justice, Lord. Justice Best and 
Mr. Justice Brown, sitting as a Court tor 
Crown cases reserved. 

The accuséd man was convicted at the Com- 
mission of obtaining £100 by false pretences 
from Thomas Edward Johnston. 

Mr. James Reid asked for a direction on 
the. ground that’ there was no evidence of 
false pretences. Lord Justice Andrews 
refused -the application, but agreed to state 
a case. & 

Counsel said that the business being carried 
on was that of a tailor. The accused man 
was a designer.. The money obtained by the 
accused mán was paid by way of wages in 
connection with the business, which did 
in fact exist. 

The ‘Lord Chief Justic6é said that they 
were of opinion that Lord Justice Andrews 
was right in refusing the direction. As to 
whether the Lord Justice had not rightly 
charged the jury, he thought the Lord Jus- 
tice had overlooked the contingency that they 
might have a real business which was not 
making profits, and. they could not tell 
whether the jury had found that there was 
no business, in which case the accused was 
guilty, or whether there were no profits, in 
which case he was not guilty. 

Lord Justice Best said that he agreed with 
the Lord Chief Justice in regard to the first 
question, that of direction, but he could not 
agree as to the second. He thought’ Lord 
Justice Andrews had_ rightly charged the 
jury. 

The question of profits was merely a sub- 
sidiary one, and “he thought the jury could 
not have been misled by the word profits. 

' Mr, Justice Brown agreed with the Lord 
Chief Justice on both questions. 

By a majority the conviction was quashed, 
and the accused was discharged.

INQUEST ON WICKLOW BOY. 

A verdict of accidental death was returned 
at an inquest held yesterday at Loughlins- 
town Hospital by Dr. J. B. Brennan, Coroner 
for South County Dublin; on the body of 
William Synnott (14), Newtownmountkennedy, 
Co. Wicklow, who died of gunshot, wounds re- 
ceived whilst out shooting with John Cruise, 
a friend. 

Guard Heffernan gave evidence as to a 
statement made by John Cruise to the. effect 
that while out shooting with his brother 
Thomas and William Synnott he fell into a bor 
drain, and Synnott caught hold of the barrel 
of his gun to pull him out, and the gun 
went, off. The gun was not cocked. 

Superintendent Casserly stated that John 
Cruise had been charged on last Monday with 
shooting at Synnott with intent to do him 
hodily harm and with having a gun without 
a licence, and that William Synnott before he 
died made a statement, in which he said :— 

“ We were out shooting. John Cruise had 
a shot gun. I was standing on high ground. 
John Cruise was in a shaky bog in the 
bushes, and he asked me to give him a hand. 
He handed me the muzzle of the gun to pull 
him up. I caught the gun. which went off 
and struck me. I do not blame John Cruise. 
The gun was uncocked. e was going to fire 
at a duck. I knew him for a long time. He 
was my friend, and John Cruise would not 
shoot me.’’ 

' The jury returned a verdict as stated, and 
exonerated John Cruise from any felonious 
intent in causing the accident. _

The Maharajah also stated that he had 
authorised Mr. Narasinga Rao to place be- 
sícre Mr. Glancy his wishes regarding the 
future arrangements for his State, his family, 
and himself, and he felt confident that the 
Viceroy would be pleased to consider them 
sy:npathetivally. i 

Mr. Glaucy replied the same day, stating 
that it was not for him to discuss the reasons 
which had ied the Maharajah to come to his 
decision. He accepted, on behalf of the Go- 
vernment, the Maharajah’s abdication. and 
gave the required understanding, adding— 
“ Your Highness’s abdication in favour of 
ycur son must, therefore, be considered com- 
plete in every respect.” 

As regareds other matters left for the sym- 
pathetic consideration of the Viceroy, Mr. 
Glancy said that he would await Mr. Nara- 
singa Rac’s visit, and communicate to the 
Maharajah the decision of the Government in

SHOOTING OF A GUARD. 


SEQUEL TO WIDE SEARCH FOR 
ARMS. 


Michael McEnroy, Skreeny, Manorhamilton, 
was charged at Manorhamilton Circuit Court 
yesterday, with being im possession of fire- 
arms and ammunition on the 21st October 
last, for which he had no permit; with fail- 
ing to have them under control; and with 
having firearms and ammunition which would 
enable others to commit an unlawful act. 

It was stated for the prosecution that, 
following the shooting of Guard Ryan on 
the 20th October, a general search for arms 
was conducted, and under the stairs in the 
house of a man in America, for whom the 
prisoner acted as caretaker, there were found 
three rifles, one of which had been tecently 
used. In a room a Guard found 101 rounds 
of .503 ammunition, four sporting cartridges, 
magazines for rifles, and a “pull-through.”’ 
When arrested, the accused said: ‘‘ As sure 
as God is in Heaven, I know nothing about 
them '' 

The defence was a denial of knowledge of 
the rifles and ammunition being in the house. 
The defendant was not caretaker and had 
been in the house only by agreement. 

The jury found the prisoner guilty on the 
first count and not guilty on the two other 
counts. 

Judge Devitt, in sentencing the accused to 
six months’ hard labour, a month which he 
had already served to be taken off, said that 
he did not believe that McEnroy used the 
“gun '; but the disturbing feature of the 
case was that those who knew that the rifles 
and ammunition were in McEnroy’s house 
had but to say that they were there and 
they could have them for any purpose that 
they liked.

BETTER MILK YIELD: LESS 
BUTTER FAT. 

Reporting on the result of 1,025 cow tests 
made by hun during the past year, Mr. F. 
McCanry, supervisor, at the annual meeting 
of Omagh and District Milk Recording 
Association yesterday, stated that while, in 
1921, when the Association was formed, each 
cow entered was valued at £19 16s. 11d., last 
year the figure had been increased to £26 3s. 
The best’ cow in the Assaciation yielded 1,777 
gallons of milk and 720.87 lbs, of butter fat 
(4.05 per cent. of fat), the value being £35 


18s. 6d.; while the wetst cow yielded 228. 


gallons and 96.39 Ibs. of butter fat (4.22 per 
The total 
number of cows entered was 187, and the 
average yield per cow was increased by 56 
gallons in the year, while there was a de- 
crease of 1.36 lbs. of butter fat as compared 
with 1924. The ten hest cows gave a return 
of £46 ls. 3d., and the ten worst a return 
of £13 9s. 2d. 

The report was adopted, and the Associa- 
tion decided to grant three £5 premiums to 
members who purchased double dairy bulls.

R.D.8. COW-TESTING CUP FOR 1926. 

In connection with this cup, which. is 
offered by the Royal Dublin Society for the 
best group of three non-pedigree dairy short 
horn cows from any one branch of the Irish 
Dairy Shorthorn Breeders’ Society, the Hon. 
Secretary was directed to communicate im- 
mediately with the various county branches, 


with a view to inducing them to put forward i 


their very best material for this interesting 
competition. 

GRANTS FOR HOUSING OF CATTLE. 

It was the opinion of the meeting that the 
Live Stock Breeding Act and the Dairy Pro- 
duce Act could not reap the full benefits ior 
which they were enacted unless the farmers 
got encouragement to provide suitable build- 
ings for their live stock. Under the present 
loan system a farmer who borrowed £100 
should pay £6 17s. for thirty years—a total 
of £205 10s. This was considered exorbitant, 
and, after some discussion, the following 
resolution, proposed by Captain Clarke, 
seconded by Mr. N. Fitzgerald, M.C.C., was 
unanimously adopted, viz. :— 8 

“That this meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Irish Dairy Shorthorn Breeders’ 
Society strongly recommends to the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to urge on the Govern- 
ment the necessity of making a free grant— 
or, a8 an alternative, to issue loans on much 
easier terms—to farmers desiring to improve 
their housing accommodation for their cattle ; 
such accommodation to be built on the lines 
laid down by the Local Government Board.”’ 

CREAMERIES AND COW-TESTING 

ASSOCIATIONS. 

An item on the agenda, “ That steps be 
taken to enlist the co-operation of creameries 
for the further development of the cow- 
testing scheme,” gave rise to an interesting 
discussion. It was the opinion of the meeting 
that a considerable amount of valuable work 
could be done for: encouraging the “increase 
of the milk flow’’ if the work of the creameries 
and of the cow-testing associations were more 
closely allied. i 

Captain Clarke proposed, and Mr. David 
White, P.C., seconded. the following resolu- 
tion, which was adopted, viz.:—‘‘ That, in 
view of the valuable work which cow-testing 
associations are doing to increase the vield of 
milk of our cows, and to thereby automatically 
augment the ‘turn-over’ of creameries, we 
direct our Secretary to get into touch with 
the Creamery Managers’ Association and with 
the directors of creameries, with a view to 
enlisting their moral and material support for 
this society.”’ 

A GUIDE OF IRISH PURE-BRED STOCK. 

Captain W. D. Magill, Hon. Secretary of 
the Kerry Cattle Society of Ireland. com- 
municated with the society to ascertain their 
views on the desirability of suggesting to the 
Royal Dublin Society to invite a first-class 
animal photographer from England to take 
photographs of outstanding animals at the 
forthcoming Spring Show for propaganda pur- 
poses, and to get material for a “ Combined 
Guide of Irish Pure-bred Stock. with illustra- 
tions of the best types of each breed.” Ii 
was decided to suggest -to Captain Magill to 
convene a conference of representatives from 
the different breed societies, when the eosts, 
etc.. of such a guide could! be gone into. ? 

The cup to be presented by the President, 
Mr. E. MacLysaght, for the best dairy cow 
in An Saorstat in 1926 is to be won outright, 
and pedigree and’ non-pedigree dairy short 
horn heifers -provided they calve before the 
age of three Vvears-- will he eligible to com- 
pete; but in order to maintam the dual- 
purpose characteristic the winner must be 
accepted for registration in the spring of 1927.

EGG YIELD INCREASED. 


MORE WINTER LAYING. 
Enquiries made by car Agricultural 
Corréspondent go to show that in all parts 
of the country there has recently been a sub- 
stantial increase in the numbers of fowl 
kept by farmers. The increase over last 
year is estimated to, range from two pel 
vent. in Co. Sligo and five per cent. in Co. 
Fermanagh to per cent. in Co, W aterford, 
In Co. Kildare, however, the number of 
poultry kept during the past, five years has 
increased by 30 per cent. Reports from 
other counties indicate that farmers 
appreciate the value of poultry-keoping and 
egg-production as a source of revenue. 
[The dverage egg yield in most parts of 
the country also shows an improvement— 
ranging from ten to 35 per cent. In some 
counties it was found that the average egg 
vield' is still very low, but that people are 
waking up to the fact that it 1s possible to 
increase the yield by at least once and a 
half the present average. Amongst’ the 
reasons for a low egg yield are late 


‘hatching, neglect to weed out unsuitable 


birds, general lack of method, and careless 
management. 

It is gratifying to find that winter egg 
production has increased, in spite of adverse 
conditions. There is, however, room for 
development here, the obstacles to success 
including late hatching, unsuitable feeding 
and bad housing. 


Markets Vary. 


The best markets are not always those 
nearest home. Kilkenny believes in sending 
eggs to Britain. The . co-operative stores 
and local shippers are the best buyers in 
South ks guntenti Eggs laid in Fermanagh 
are largely exported to Glasgow. Dublin 
merehants and private customers are 
favoured by egg producers in guite a number 
of counties, prices in local markets being 
rarely satisfactory. It is somewhat sur- 
prising to find that in Co. Kildare the bulk 
of the eggs still go to the “higgler” for 
any price he likes to pay. i 
_ Offaly poultry-keepers find a good market 
for their eggs in Tullamore, and through 
the Irish Poultry-Keepers’ Association. In 
Co. Galway eggs are sold to most advantage 
in the district of Tuam and Dunmore. and 
average prices are obtained in the Citv of 
Waterford.

POTATOES AS A FEED FOR 
LIVE STOCK.

The German potato crop this vear is un. 
usually heavy, being about 40 million short 
tons (2,200 lbs. to the ton), as against 36.4 
million tons last year, when the crop was 
also reckoned a good one. The demand for 
potatoes for table use appears to be less than 
it was in the first vears which followed the 
war. A journal devoted to the interests of 
potato-growers in Germany vestinates’ the 
total consumption in that country at 12 mil. 
lion tons; 7 million tons will be required for 
seed, and about 3 million tons for industrial 
purposes. Consequently, some other use will 
have. to be found for about 18 million tons 
of potatoes. It is proposed to utilise this sur. 
plus for the feeding of live stock, The Ger. 
man cattle population has been bróught back 
pretty nearly to ‘its pre-war strength. but 
the number of pigs is only two-thirds what it 
used to be, Although the consumption of pork 
has fallen, a considerable amount of it is still 
imported. It is hoped to increase the number 
of pigs in the country by utilisirg the surplus 
potatoes as a feeding stuff.
